Please consider this Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment under 37 C.F.R. 
§1 .1 81(a) for the above-referenced application in light of the supporting facts and statements 
presented below. 

( 1 ) The present application was filed on August 13, 200 1 . 

(2) A Notification of Missing Requirements was issued by the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office ("USPTO") on October 9, 2001 . 

(3) On December 10, 2001 (Monday), Petitioner filed a Submittal of Declaration 
Under 37 C.F.R. §1.63), a Declaration and Power of Attorney for Patent 
Application and a return receipt postcard (copies attached as Exhibit A). On 
January 16, 2002, Petitioner received the retum receipt postcard bearing an 
OIPE stamp of January 8, 2002, indicating official receipt of the above- 
mentioned papers at the USPTO on January 8, 2002 (a copy is attached as 
Exhibit B). 

(4) A Notice of Acceptance of Application and a Filing Receipt were issued by 
the USPTO on January 28, 2002. 

(5) A Withdrawal of Previously Sent Notice and a second Notification of Missing 
Requirements were issued by the USPTO on February 27, 2002. 

(6) On April 29, 2002 (Monday), Petitioner filed a Statement In Support of Filing 
a Sequence Listing Under 37 CFR § 1.821(f), including a sequence listing in 
both paper and computer readable format, and a postcard receipt (copies

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attached as Exhibit C). On May 17, 2002, Petitioner received the return 
receipt postcard bearing an OIPE stamp of May 7, 2002, indicating official 
receipt of the above-mentioned papers at the USPTO on May 7, 2002 (a copy 
is attached as Exhibit D). 

(7) A Notification of Defective Response was issued by the USPTO on July 30, 
2002, indicating that the computer readable form of the sequence listing was 
found to be damaged or unreadable, and requesting submission of a substitute 
computer readable form of the sequence listing. 

(8) On August 7, 2002, Petitioner filed a Statement In Support of Filing a 
Substitute Sequence Listing Under 37 CFR §1.82 1(f), including a substitute 
sequence listing in both paper and computer readable format, and a postcard 
receipt (copies attached as Exhibit E). On August 21, 2002, Petitioner 
received the retum receipt postcard bearing an OIPE stamp of August 12, 
2002, indicating official receipt of the above-mentioned papers at the USPTO 
on August 12, 2002 (a copy is attached as Exhibit F). 

(9) A Notification of Defective Response was issued by the USPTO on October 
17, 2002, indicating that the computer readable form of the sequence listing 
was found to be damaged or unreadable, and requesting submission of a 
substitute computer readable form of the sequence listing. 

(10) On October 24, 2002, Petifioner filed a Statement In Support of Filing a 
Substitute Sequence Listing Under 37 CFR §1.82 1(f), including a substitute 
sequence listing in both paper and computer readable format, and a postcard 
receipt (copies attached as Exhibit G). On November 3, 2002, Petitioner 
received the return receipt postcard bearing an OIPE stamp of October 29, 
2002, indicating official receipt of the above-mentioned papers at the USPTO 
on October 29, 2002 (a copy is attached as Exhibit H). 

(1 1) A Status Inquiry was filed by Petitioner on April 25, 2003. No response was 
received from the USPTO. 

(12) A Notification of Defective Response was issued by the USPTO on June 22, 
2004, indicating that the computer readable form of the sequence listing was 
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found to be damaged or unreadable, and requesting submission of a substitute 
computer readable form of the sequence listing. 

(13) On July 21, 2004, Petitioner filed a Response Under 37 CFR 1.825(d) and 
Statement In Support of Filing a Substitute Sequence Listing Under 37 CFR 
§1,82 1(f), including a substitute sequence listing in both paper and computer 
readable format, and a postcard receipt (copies attached as Exhibit I). On July 
26, 2004, Petitioner received the return receipt postcard bearing an OIPE 
stamp of July 2 1 , 2004, indicating official receipt of the above-mentioned 
papers at the USPTO on July 21, 2004 (a copy is attached as Exhibit J). 

(14) A Notice Under 37 CFR 1 .25 1 was issued by the USPTO on January 24, 2005, 
indicating that the USPTO was unable to locate the file and was initiating a 
reconstruction of the file. 

(15) On January 3 1 , 2005, Petitioner mailed an executed copy of the Notice Under 
37 CFR §1,251, a complete photocopy of the file history of the application, 
and a postcard receipt (photocopies of the Notice and postcard only attached 
as Exhibit K). On February 7, 2005, Petitioner received the retum receipt 
postcard bearing an OIPE stamp of February 2, 2005, indicating official 
receipt of the above-mentioned papers at the USPTO on February 2, 2005 (a 
copy is attached as Exhibit L). 

(16) On April 5, 2005, a Notice of Abandonment for lack of reply to the Office 
Action issued, and was received at our office on April 21, 2005. 

The Notice of Abandonment states: "Applicant has failed to respond to the 
notification of MISSING REQUIREMENTS (Form PCT/DO/EO/905), mailed February 27, 
2002 within the time period set therein." However, as evidenced above. Petitioner replied to 
each paper issued by the USPTO within the time period set. Each action taken by the 
Petitioner was a bona fide attempt to respond to the communications received from the 
USPTO. Thus, Petitioner requests that the above-identified application be restored to active 
status for at least the reasons discussed above, and that a Withdrawal of the Notice of 
Abandonment be sent to the undersigned attorney via facsimile at the earliest possible 
opportunity. The USPTO is encouraged to contact the undersigned attomey by telephone 
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should any further matters need to be addressed. This Action is being promptly taken after 
receiving the Notice of Abandonment. 

Petitioner believes that no fee is due. However, the Commissioner is authorized to 
charge any deficiency, or credit any overpayment, to Deposit Account No. 50-0220.
